A WILDLIFE charity and a design 
company are attempting to break 
the record for building the world’s 
biggest bee house - but they need 
your help. 

London Wildlife Trust and 
Make:Good will be carrying out 
the challenge at Barking Riverside 
on Saturday, June 18. 

They need people to help build 
the record-breaking structure. 

Those wishing to join in should 
go to the Barking Riverside Project 
Office between 2pm and 5pm. 


Alternatively, contact conserva¬ 
tion officer Francesca Barker on 
07971 077095 or e-mail fbarker 
@wildlondon.org.uk or for more 
details. 

Barking Riverside is a valuable 
place for bees and supports at least 
37 different native species. 

Francesca said: “The bee house 
will provide an important nesting 
habitat specifically for our native 
solitary bees. 

“Solitary bees are the lesser 
known bees that don’t form a 


colony, make vast amounts of 
honey, or sting, but make up 90 per 
cent of our bee population. 

“Solitary bees look for small tun¬ 
nels or holes in which to make their 
individual nest cells for their lar¬ 
vae, so they should love the 
Barking Riverside bee house. 

“The 13m structure will consist 
of hundreds of bamboo sticks of 
varying lengths and diameters, 
alongside logs with ‘beetle-like’ 
bored holes. 

“The bamboo sticks mimic dead 


plant stems, which are a natural 
nesting material for certain solitary 
bees.”

DO you believe in eoin- 
cidences? For two fash¬ 
ion designers, coinei- 
dence and fate has 
played a big part in their 
high profile journey 
that began just two 
years ago. 

Bunmi Olaye and 
Franeis Udom, founders 
of Bumni Koko fashion 
label, have taken the 
world by storm during 
their relatively short 
time in the industry, 
seooping sought after 
awards and working 
with even higher profile 
elients. 

It all began in March 
2009 when the couple 
set up the company in 
Aberdeen, which is 
where Francis was 
based as an engineer. 

Nothing unusual set¬ 
ting up business in 
Aberdeen, you may 
think, but it gave birth 
to coincidence number 
one. 

Francis’ great, great, 
grandmother, Mary 
Slessor, was born in 
Aberdeen and moved to 
Calabar, in Nigeria - the 


same place where 
Francis hails from - to 
fight against the killing 
of twins at infancy and 
the eating of humans. 

She was such an influ¬ 
ential Scottish figure 
that since 1998, she has 
appeared on the 
Scottish £10 note. 

Francis first found out 
about the connection 
when he saw the note 
while out shopping and 
recognised the village 
depicted on the back as 
the one he was raised in. 

“It seems surreal that 
we set up business in 
the same place where 
one of my distant rela¬ 
tives was most famous,” 
Francis said. 

“It feels as though I’ve 
gone full circle and I 
believe it was a sign that 
the business would suc¬ 
ceed.” 

The company has cer¬ 
tainly succeeded in win¬ 
ning a host of awards 
from around the world 
including the Africa 
Fashion Awards for the 
Emerging Designer of 
the Year - Intemational 


2010. 

The range that won 
the award was dedicated 
to Mary, which was one 
of the factors which 
helped it win. 

TTiis led to the duo 
meeting one of the most 
influential people in 
modem history - former 
South African President 
Nelson Mandela - who 
handed them their 
award. 

He was so impressed 
with their work, the pair 
were asked to make sev¬ 
eral items for him and 
his family. 

Mr Mandela’s wife 
also suggested a few 
garments would suit US 
President Barack 
Obama’s wife, 

Michelle, and the pair 
are now in talks with the 
most famous house in 
the world - the White 
House. 

“That was one of the 
most memorable 
moments of my life so 
far, meeting Nelson 
Mandela,” Bunmi said. 

“But it just made it 
even more special when 


he actually asked us to 
make clothes for him 
and his family because 
he liked them so much. 
I will never forget it.” 

Not so much a coinci¬ 
dence, but the pair firm¬ 
ly believe it was fate 
that made them win the 
award to lead them to 
some of the most influ¬ 
ential people in the 
world. Back at home, 
Bunmi Koko opened an 
office at the University 
of East London’s 
Knowledge Dock 
Business Centre to help 
expand the brand. 

The centre was 
opened by the Queen 
and the studio which 
Bumni Koko now oper¬ 
ates from was the room, 
selected at random, 
used as the ‘Royal 
Suite’ for the day. 

So, it may come as no 
surprise that Bunmi 
Koko was asked to 
design a dress for Kate 
Middleton. 

Unfortunately, the 
design was not chosen, 
but it has led to the 
launch of a new bridal 


range with the dress 
designed for the Royal 
wedding being named 
The Duchess. 

“It was an honour to 
be chosen and a fantas¬ 
tic experience,” Bunmi 
said. 

“If anything, we have 
managed to spread the 
brand name around the 
world!”
